WILD CHILD 


After more than a decade of non- 
stop touring, acclaimed Austin song- 
writing duo, Kelsey Wilson and Alex- 
ander Beggins, quietly stopped touring 
as Wild Child — their accidental in- 
die band conceived in the back seat of 
someone else's tour van. 

Wilson joined the singer-songwriter 
super group, Glorietta, and debuted 
her genre-bending, Motown-influenced 
solo project, Sir Woman — Austin Mu- 
sic Awards’ Best New Act of 2020 that 

NPR critic Gini Moscorro called 
an effortless move into "a brave new 
R&B-infused, gospel-flecked world 
where her golden pipes ease you back 
into a fluffy pillow of serenity and 
bliss."And Beggins unveiled his musi- 
cal alter-ego, Coco Zani, with the re- 
lease of his first solo album, "As Sim- 
ple As A Dream" featuring the single, 
"Paradise," which The Wild Honey 
Pie called "the perfect soundtrack for 
waltzing around your room." 

Headed in different sonic direc- 
tions, Wilson and Beggins didn't know 
if they would ever make another Wild 
Child record. 

Then, well, what felt like the "end 
of the world" brought them back to- 
gether. 

Pandemic lockdowns closed stag- 
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es and drained bank accounts. In 
Austin, the Live Music Capital of the 
World, local bands took their shows 
to the internet. Wild Child was no 
different. 

Wilson and Beggins got together to 
practice for a series of online perfor- 
mances for devout fans. 

And within 30 minutes, they wrote 
the first single for what would acci- 
dentally become Wild Child's fifth al- 
bum, End of the World. 

The song, Photographs, is a bit- 
tersweet, ukulele-backed duet that 
Wilson calls "something familiar for 


Wild Child fans who have stuck with 
us over the years." 

"It felt like our very first record, 
when the two of us wrote a bunch of 
songs while on tour for someone else. 
There wasn't any aim to do anything 
with those songs at the beginning. For 
the first time since then, that's how we 
started writing these songs. We didn't 
know if we would make another re- 
cord. It just came together," Beggins 
said. 

John Calvin Abney, who critics 
say exudes a "vulnerability reminis- 
cent of Elliott Smith", tagged along 
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as first songwriter to collaborate with 
Beggins and Wilson on a Wild Child 
album. 

His contributions were an un- 
planned blessing amid so much im- 
pending doom. 

Wild Child arrived at The Echo 
Lab with studio time running short. 
They didn't even stop to shower be- 
fore recording an unwashed rendition 
of "End of the World" flush with in- 
the-moment angst. 

"There's no ukulele. I'm singing 
differently than I ever have before. 
You can hear my voice crack, and all 


the energy behind everyone playing," 
Wilson said. "That set the tone. There 
were no boundaries. We we're back 
to how it was on Day One. We were 
making this music because we really 
needed to make it for ourselves." 

Wild Child's fifth album, "End of 
the World," was mixed by Matt Pence 
(Jason Isbell, Elle King) and includes 
guitarist Charlie Wiles (Paul Cauthen, 
John Moreland, Orville Peck).

PASCUALA ILABACA Y FAUNA 


Hailing from Valparaiso, Chile, singer-songwriter Pascuala Ila- 
baca is a unique and treasured voice in both the Latin American 
and World Music scenes. In little over a decade, she has released 
six albums and performed on multiple world tours. She is known 
for her flamboyant and refreshing performances. 

Ilabaca’s debut album, Pascuala Canta a Violeta, was released 
in 2008 featuring her arrangements of legendary singer-songwriter 
Violeta Parra’s songs. In 2010, Ilabaca received the Guitarpin De 
Oro Prize at the Festival del Huaso de Olmué, and by 2012, she 
had completed her first two European tours, which included two 
nights of performance at the German TFF Rudolstadt Festival. 
She also released her second album, Busco Paraiso, that same year. 

In 2013, Ilabaca and her band Fauna were the Audience Award 
winners for Best World Beat Album at the Independent Music 
Awards. They also performed at the Music and Politics Festival in 
Berlin and at the Barnasants Festival in Barcelona. 

In 2014, Ilabaca released her third and fourth albums: the solo 


project Me saco el sombrero and her second album with Fauna 


Barnasants Festival and performed at the Pirineos Sur Festival in 
Spain and at Fusion Festival and the Berlin Philharmonic in Ger- 
many. In addition, she completes an 11-concert tour in England 
that includes a performance at the London Jazz Festival. 

Ilabaca’s fifth album Rey Loj was released in 2015. Perfor- 
mances at Shambala and WOMAD in the UK, Circulart in Co- 
lombia and La Mar de Musicas and the Bidasoa Folk Festival in 
Spain soon followed. Then 2016 brought an official showcase at 
WOMEX and a tour of Brazil, Peru, Argentina and Mexico. She 
also received the Pulsar Prize, the most important Chilean music 
industry award. 

In 2017, Ilabaca performed 22 concerts in Europe that included 
stops in Belgium, Holland, Germany and Spain. This European 
tour was followed by her first US tour with concerts in 12 cities 
across 9 states and performances at such festivals as jGlobalquer- 
que! and the Chico World Music Festival. 

In 2018, Ilabaca released her sixth and most recent album El 
mito de la pergola. She spent the next two years touring Chile, 
Europe, Colombia and the United States. See Ilabaca light up the 
stage at the WOW Hall this May!

AMERICAN AQUARIUM 


Anywhere off Hatteras Island, Chicamacomico sounds made up, like 
some wine-drunk incantation or maybe a tongue twister—try to say it ten 
times fast. But as a former life-saving station built in 1874 on the Outer 
Banks of North Carolina, the name is perhaps the perfect metaphor and 
title for American Aquarium’s ninth studio album. The Old North State is 
tattooed on the bones of front man BJ Barham, who has never lived more 
than two hours from his hometown in Reidsville. But, more so, what better 
to represent an album about loss than a place built to save the lives of ship- 
wrecked mariners and passengers? Song as a sort of salvation is something 
Barham hopes this album can do for the band’s established and growing 
fanbase.Sometimes when we’re drowning, music keeps us afloat. 

“When these massive life changes happen, we feel like we are the only 
ones facing these problems,” Barham said. “I hope this album serves as a 
salve to anyone who has experienced this sort of loss over the last few years. 
I hope it makes them feel a little less isolated and disconnected.” 

With tracks tackling personal loss—the loss of his mother and grand- 
mother, the loss of a child, the loss of youth and time and the creative spark 
that drives him—Chicamacomico feels stripped down and bare-boned in 
its instrumentation compared to earlier records. 

“I'm not afraid of the lyrics sitting way out front anymore because I am 
confident in the songwriting. The band can still cut loose and take over a 
song, but they aren't expected to do all the heavy lifting these days.” Few 
songwriters swing the hammer as hard and precise as Barham and it is a 
testament to the humility and trust of his bandmates that they take the 
back seat and allow his storytelling to drive us home. With a heavy tour 
the rest of the year and a back list of brass-knuckled bangers, each will 
surely have their fair share of time at the wheel.But as for this record, be 
thankful for the subtlety, for the stillness and for the quiet. For ten songs, 
Chicamacomico will hold your head above water. Experience it live at the 
WOW Hall!

Terrapin Flyer began touring 
in 2001 with Grateful Dead key- 
boardist Vince Welnick and then 
in 2005 with Tom Constanten, an- 
other Grateful Dead keyboardist 
and Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
inductee. Also they toured coast to 


coast for 15 years with Melvin Seals 
from the Jerry Garcia Band. And 
over the band’s history so many 
iconic musicians have joined the 
band that Terrapin Flyer has been 
weaved into the fabric of the Grate- 
ful Dead legacy. Jambase recently 
named them one of the top 20 post- 
Grateful Dead bands in a list that 
included Phil Lesh and Friends and 
Bob Weir’s Wolf Brothers. Cur- 
rent lead guitarist Josh Olken is 
known as one of the best interpret- 


ers of Jerry Garcia’s playing. Bass- 
ist Wavy Dave also plays in the in- 
fluential bluegrass band Cornmeal. 
The band’s provenance is evidenced 
in their authentic sound and atten- 
tion to detail and that has gained 
them fans across the nation.

By Gracie Beaver-Kairis 
On Tuesday, May 9, The Com- 
munity Center for the Performing 
Arts proudly welcomes Ruston Kel- 
ly to the WOW Hall. 


RUSTON KELLY 

Comfortably blending country, 
rock, and Americana music into 
a style he dubs “dirt emo,” Kelly 
is on tour in support of his third 
full-length album, The Weakness. 
Although the album is coming 
out following his highly-publicized 
2020 divorce from country singer 
Kacey Musgraves, Kelly has stated 
in interviews that the album’s over- 
arching theme is not the end of 
his marriage but his journey of his 
personal healing from several trau- 
matic events. In 2020, in addition to 
the dissolution of his marriage, he 
also endured family health concerns 
and the end of sister’s marriage, not 
to mention going through a global 
pandemic. 

On his previous albums, the crit- 
ically acclaimed Dying Star (2018) 
and Shape & Destroy (2020), Kelly 


explored his struggles with addic- 


tion and his path to sobriety with 
rawness and vulnerability. In an 
interview with People, Kelly ex- 
plained that at first, he wasn’t sure 
what the theme would be for his 
third album, but realized in the pro- 
cess of recording that "This record's 
like, 'OK, this is just a straight-up 
life scenario. Just like, this is Rusty 
sifting through it all." 

Written mostly in a Victorian 
home in rural Portland, Tennes- 
see, that he restored during the 
process of making the album, The 
Weakness is similar to his previous 
albums in its honest and unguard- 
ed lyrics, but it eschews the more 
stripped-down style of his previous 
releases in favor of a more complex 
sound. Kelly enlisted musicians like 
John Feldmann (lead singer of punk/ 
ska band Goldfinger) and Matthew 
Koma (solo artist and lead singer of 
indie rock band Winnetka Bowling 
League) on the songwriting for the 
album. In an interview with The 
New York Times, Kelly described 
what he was aiming for: “I wanted 


this record to sound like you’re in 
this field,” he said, “when the air 
blows hot. It might be twilight. And 
it’s about to really storm.” 

Although The Weakness tackles 
universal themes such as loneliness, 
heartbreak, and recovery, the al- 
bum feels highly personal at times. 
Many of the lyrics are anecdotal 
and drawn from Kelly’s life experi- 
ences. On stand-out track, “Michael 
Keaton,” Kelly waxes philosophical 
about the 90s comedy Multiplicity 
after accidentally getting stoned off 
of what he thought was CBD. On 
“St. Jupiter,” he regrets his behav- 
ior in an argument he had with an 
ex-partner on a hot day at a plant 
nursery. 

Accountability is another recur- 
ring motif in The Weakness. Kelly 
acknowledges that the responsibil- 
ity of bettering himself rests square- 
ly on his shoulders, no matter how 
difficult it may be. In an Instagram 
post celebrating the album’s release, 
Kelly wrote, “I made [the album] 
as an attempt to look harder than 
I ever have [at] who it is I want to 
be, what I haven’t been, and to be 
confident in knowing the difference 
in the two.” 

Supporting Kelly is Bozeman, 
Montana-based folk rock three- 
piece Richy Mitch & the Coal Min- 
ers. Made up of longtime friends 
Mitch Cutts, Nic Haughn, and 
Jakob Ervin, Richy Mitch & the 
Coal Miners (often abbreviated to 
RMCM) began as a project when 
all three musicians were high school 
students. They released their first 
self-titled album independently on 
their high school graduation day 
and have continued to be a “DIY” 
band, making music into college 
and beyond. RMCM released their 
third album, Subliming, in 2019 
and have put out several new sin- 
gles in the past year.

MANNEQUIN PUSSY 


At the start of 2020, everything 
was looking up for Mannequin 
Pussy. The Philadelphia punk band 
had released their third album, 
Patience, to abundant critical ac- 
claim, and was touring steadily 
behind it. After nearly a decade of 
playing, the band finally had got- 
ten the chance to turn music into a 
full-time occupation. And then, just 
as their career was lifting off, the 
world around them collapsed. CO- 
VID-19 reached the United States, 
rescinding life as many people knew 
it. Live music shut down. Manne- 
quin Pussy had just played a final 
show in Chicago when the group 
had to cancel the remainder of their 
tour and travel back to their home 
city. For a while, it seemed like 
maybe the lull would be temporary, 
a brief pause before things could 
resume as they were. And then the 
numbers ballooned, and the months 
stretched on, and memories of 
rooms packed with strangers start- 


ed to feel alien, dangerous even in 
imagination. 

Mannequin Pussy's new Perfect 
EP bursts forth from those sprawl- 
ing months of social isolation and 
internet-fueled anxiety. After spend- 
ing most of the year apart from 
each other and everyone else in 
2020, the members of the band -- 
Missy on lead vocals and guitar, 
Colins “Bear” Regisford on bass, 
and Kaleen Reading on drums -- de- 
cided to book studio time and work 
together in person again. They 
brought two pre-written songs into 
the session, but opted to write new 
material together on the fly from 
the excitement of reunion. "We just 
figured if we forced ourselves into 
this situation where someone could 
hit 'record,' something might come 

ut," Missy says. "We'd never writ- 
ten that way before." 

What came out of that com- 
pressed session time were some of 
Mannequin Pussy's most furious, 
incandescent songs yet. The self-im- 
posed restraint and careful habitua- 
tion of the past year cracked open. 

Even the songs written before 
the pandemic take on a new valence 
after a year of its frustrations. "I'm 
in control / That's what I tell myself 


when all the walls around me close 
in," Missy sings in the prescient 
opening lines of "Control." Tuneful 
and brash, with a white-hot molten 
core, the songs on Perfect thrash 
against the learned helplessness that 
has settled in on the cellular level 
under lockdown. Social media al- 
gorithms apply pressure to perform 
even from the depths of that pow- 
erlessness, to construct the image of 
a bountiful life in times of extreme 
scarcity. From the smolder of "Pigs 
is Pigs" to the melancholic, contem- 
plative "Darling," Perfect digs into 
the cracks of that compulsory ve- 
neer, and let loose everything sim- 
mering beneath it. The anger, frus- 
tration, loneliness, and resentment 
of a year spent locked away all come 
sputtering forth. And once they've 
rushed out, once the air clears from 
their tumult, there's suddenly a little 
more space to seek out calm, to find 
solace. There's an opening forward 
into whatever comes next in the 
rush and the mess of living. Experi- 
ence Mannequin Pussy live at the 
WOW Hall in May.

Says singer John Averill “I’ve always felt that the music of CSN - in 
particular the vocal harmonies - have held some kind of mystical quality 
for me. About 6 years ago I had the idea of diving into CSN material and 
dissecting the harmony parts and perform it live, but there was never the 
time do devote to it.” 

Enter 2020, when all live music stopped. Feeling the acute void of 
singing with other people, Averill (along with fellow Nowhere Band-mates 
Sarah King and Jason Wells on vocals, and David Langenes on guitar and 
vocals) met casually in Averill’s backyard. “After less than a dozen rehears- 
als scattered over a year, we realized we had learned 12 tunes. Since then 
we’ve begun diving into Neil Young material for a longer show." 

In July of 2021 word of Judy Blue Eyes leaked out and the yet-not- 
completely-formed band was offered a private gig, and other members were 
brought in fulfill the sound. 
thing happened when I was contacted by Jeff Pevar (Ray Charles, David 


“In terms of lead guitar, the most unexpected 


Crosby, Joe Cocker, James Taylor, etc.). He lives in Ashland and actually 
plays lead guitar with CSN!, so the fact that he was available and inter- 
ested blew my mind.” 

Since then, the band has expanded their show to over two hours of mate- 
rial. Rounding out the band is a stellar cast of musicians, featuring Ned 
Failing (Mexican Gunfight) on drums, Carl Tietze (Solovox) on keys, Greg 
Hyatt (Berthaline) on bass. 

For fans of CSN&Y, and for those who have witnessed the vocal har- 
mony prowess of the Nowhere Band’s Beatles (White Album Xmas, etc) 
shows, this is a must see/hear evening.

JACKIE GREENE 


Americana and roots singer- 
songwriter Jackie Greene is a jack- 
of-all-trades, and an artist who can 
croon over soulful piano ballads 
as much as he can shred a bluesy 
guitar solo (like he did as the lead 
guitarist for The Black Crowes in 
2013). A road warrior and musi- 
cian's musician, Greene's new EP 
'The Modern Lives - Vol 2' (out 
October 2018 on Blue Rose Mu- 
sic) finds him at a new chapter in 
his life: his first months of father- 
hood, time off his relentless touring 


circuit, and a cross-country move 
from Brooklyn to his birthplace of 
Northern California. 

This new collection of six origi- 
nal songs is a thematic extension of 
'The Modern Lives - Vol 1' EP (re- 
leased in 2017 on Blue Rose Music), 
imbued with a Brooklyn basement 
DIY feel and ethos. He is a student 
of American music, transfixed upon 
its progression through time, as well 
as how regional sounds fit in a con- 
temporary context. Whereas 'Vol 
t' saw Greene experiment with the 
Delta blues as a canvas for his ex- 
aminations of modern society, 'Vol 
2' sees Greene embrace the sounds 
of the bluegrass and folk tapes of 
his youth. 


Lead single "Crazy Comes 


Easy" showcases Greene's dynam- 
ic, multi-instrumental range as he 
plays slide guitar, organ, bass, and 
percussion, the guitar licks an ap- 
preciative nod to his time in The 
Black Crowes. Meanwhile, "Good 
Old Bad Times" highlights Greene 
as the songwriter as he rattles off 
lines like "How can somebody find 
a future? / If they ain't got a foot- 
hold in the past?" while taking a 
critical eye to the idea of nostal- 
gia. Piano ballad "Victim Of The 
Crime" was one of Jackie's oldest 
demos up until the feel of these 
sessions gave him the tools to fin- 
ish a song that, in his words, was 
written for his wife before she was 
his wife. While the title possesses a 
kind of melodrama, the song itself 
is tender and heartfelt as he details 
love's trials and tribulations. 

Greene partnered with Academy 
Award-nominated "king of indie 
animation" Bill Plympton for a se- 
ries of music videos for "The Mod- 
ern Lives - Vol 1' that would even- 
tually become an animated short 
film titled "The Modern Lives’. The 
film is currently making the rounds 
at film festivals where it has already 
won the Jury Award at the USA 
Film Festival in Dallas, TX, and 
the Grand Remi Award / Best in 
Show at WorldFest in Houstin, TX. 
The short is also being exhibited at 
the 71st Festival de Cannes/Court 
Metrage, Melbourne International 
Animation Festival, and ASIFA-East 
Festival, amongst others.

Twelve years later, the Sicilian- 


born Alborosie headlines festivals 


around the world and has earned the 
respect of the entire reggae industry. 

Former keyboard player Tyrone 
Downie was first of the Wailers to 
join the sessions, followed by gui- 
tarist Junior Marvin, bassist Aston 
"Family Man" Barrett and his son 
Aston Junior, who plays drums just 
like his uncle, the late Carlton Bar- 
rett. Together, they bring the distinc- 
tive feel and sound of reggae's most 
successful ever rhythm section to a 
project that also features Chronixx, 
Jah Cure, rising young roots band 
Raging Fyah and the veteran Beres 
Hammond. 

"For me, music is like a college," 
he says. "It's a journey through reg- 
gae music, and this has been my ap- 
proach from day one.” 


He'd arrived in Jamaica in time 
for the Millennium, although his 
breakthrough wouldn't happen until 
several years later with songs like 
Kingston Town and Guess Who’s 
Coming To Dinner, issued on his 
own Forward label. His debut album 
Soul Pirate soon followed. Dressed 
in red, green and gold, he was shown 
pointing the way forward like some 
Rastafarian Pied Piper. The analogy 
fits, since his traditional, yet progres- 
sive approach has proven highly in- 
fluential among Jamaica's new wave 
of reggae artists.

Born from all walks of life,

the world. Iron Prophecy brings 
a Roots Reggae vibe to the stage, 
seeded with a deep lyrical message 
about love and unity.
